Nine years 
ago, Lenin Steenkamp was 
so close, he could taste the crumpets. 

| There he was, a teenager from the east coast of South 


Africa, thousands of miles and several worlds from home, sitting 
impatiently in an office in north-central England, right across from a legend. 


A kid with the package most boys dream of - superior athletic skill and striking good 
looks - Steenkamp sat stoicly while his insides rattled from excitement and 
nervousness. Across the desk was Alex Ferguson - European football's equivalent of 
American football’s Don Shula - pulling every string, trying to sign the kid to a 
contract; and it's likely that if you're in charge ofthe most popular and legendary team 
in all of England and arguably all of Europe, you might have a chum or two in high 
places. 


But Ferguson, thinking the brilliant, 18-year-old midfielder in his office could make 
the great Manchester United even greater, couldn't pull it off. Politics. Being a child of 
racially torn South Africa prohibited Steenkamp from turning what had been the 
dream of his future into his sudden present. Apartheid - by definition, political and 
economic segregation against nonwhites - had a different meaning for Steenkamp and 
hundreds of boys and girls like him: Stay home. 


Ferguson tried everything. Steenkamp's ancestors of three generations past were 
French, and Ferguson hoped to transform Steenkamp’s heritage into a French 
passport. But he could not. Manchester United would survive without Lenin 
Steenkamp, but who could blame an 18-year-old soccer player who thought he could 
not survive without it? 


Yet Steenkamp was different from the teen-agers we know and love and once were, 
who talk all through movies and cut us off from the right lane without signaling. He is 
a worker. If he were all talent and no desire, no hunger for greatness, Steenkamp 
would not be one of the most creative, dedicated and dangerous players in the A- 
League, nor would he be the inspirational leader of the Rochester Raging Rhinos. He 
would be tearing up the club leagues in his homeland, building a legacy of football 
brilliance against less-skilled competition, muttering to anyone who will listen how he 
never got that “one big break." 


Steenkamp made his own break, from mediocrity and from home. Anticipating 
changing times in South Africa, scouts kept coming. One was Roy Wiggemansen, a 
South African native and head coach of Lynn University of Boca Raton, Fla., who 
during a visit to his family made time to attend a match, to see what he could see. 
Steenkamp was on the field. 


"He watched me play the first half, and during halftime he came over and talked to 
me about coming to the United States," Steenkamp said, and soon thereafter, thanks 
to improving political conditions, he was able to oblige. Steenkamp left his hometown 
of Durban, an Indian Ocean port city, for Boca, a port city on the Atlantic. (In a related 
deal, Steenkamp traded his homeland and his family for a shot at his dream.) 


Steenkamp is one of the best forwards ever to play at Lynn. He learned the ropes in 
1989, his freshman season, playing in 22 games for an 18-5-4 team. The next year, he 
emerged, leading the team in goals (15) and points (33). In 1991, he was the NAIA 
player of the year, amassing 25 goals and 13 assists in 22 games - this is soccer, 
remember - More significantly to Steenkamp, he led his undefeated team to a national 
championship. And as a senior Lynn was the national runner-up, thanks to 
Steenkamp's 18 goals and 47 points. 


All this with his family and friends stuck in photo albums. Think about when you were 
in college, and how you may have zipped home for holidays or laundry. Maybe your 
parents visited you at college, dropping off brownies or a chair. Steenkamp went it 
alone. 


But not for too long. His brother, Colin, soon followed Lenin to America. Then, in 
Lenin's words, "Dad couldn't live without me and my brother. He was miserable 
without us." Currently, Andy Steenkamp lives with Colin in Mississippi; Lenin's mother, 
Lynette, and sister, Megan, still live in South Africa. 


Over the next two years, Steenkamp received his graduate diploma from Lynn; played 
professionally in Frankfurt, Germany while professional soccer in the U.S. gasped on 
life support; and made his most recent return to Durban in 1993. (Plans to visit home 
last December were scrapped because of - what else? - a career opportunity. Details 
later.) 


In 1994, Steenkamp joined the Fort Lauderdale Strikers of the American Professional 
Soccer League, a relatively anonymous league that grew into the A-League one year 
later. In “95, he moved on to Atlanta and helped lead the Ruckus to the championship 
game. He was the Ruckus’ leading scorer that season, but Atlanta as a city didn’t seem 
to care. 


About midway through the 1996 season, the Ruckus’ financial woes had the team on 
the brink of collapse, and Steenkamp was one of its most marketable players. Team 
management looked to deal Steenkamp to solve a bit of its burden and seemed to have 
found a match with the Montreal Impact. But again, politics would play a part in 
Steenkamp’s fate. 


Steenkamp possesses a P-1 visa, which allows him to work in the United States. This 
is not easily obtained, and a trade to Montreal would have forced Steenkamp to 
relinquish his privilege. 


“T expressed to them (the Ruckus) that I wasn’t prepared to give that up,” Steenkamp 
recalls. Montreal, aware that Atlanta wanted to move Steenkamp but that Steenkamp 
was unwilling to play for the Impact, worked out a deal with the Rhinos to acquire 
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Gustavo Villagra and Gustavo Romanello for Steenkamp, after acquiring him from 
Atlanta. The paperwork took 48 hours, the entire tour of duty for Steenkamp with the 
Impact; he never even went to Montreal. (Thirty days later, the Impact returned 
Villagra to Rochester.) 


Finally, Steenkamp’s skills had a proper stage: Frontier Field, filled for games with 
more than twice the fans of any other A-League stadium. Steenkamp played for crowds 
of 95,000 in South Africa as a teen, but Rochester gave him something unique: soccer 
enthusiasm in the States. 


“There is no crowd like Rochester,” he said. “It is a good crowd, very enthusiastic, 
very different from every other city in the A-League. There is a good soccer backing 
here. 


“The Rochester front office has done a good job of marketing the team. It is so pro- 
fessional here. Other players want to come here.” 


Steenkamp’s artistry in the midfield fit right in to the Rhinos’ rally from a 1-and-8 start 
last season. He scored five goals in 21 games and made major contributions toward 
Rochester’s trek toward A-League and U.S. Open Cup championship matches. 
Statistics for even the best of midfielders are usually modest, though, and if there’s one 
example in the A-League of a midfielder whose value to a team can’t be measured in 
numbers, Steenkamp is it. Last year, Steenkamp’s teammates elected him the recipient 
of the team award for dedication and leadership. 


“The thing that sets Lenin apart is his work ethic,” Rhinos coach Pat Ercoli said. 
“That’s how he becomes a leader. Everybody sees him run up and down the field. And 
that also makes him someone that the people of Rochester enjoy watching.” 


No single moment better exemplifies Steenkamp than one that occurred June 14 at 
Frontier. Two two-goal leads against the lowly Jacksonville Cyclones had been lost, and 
the Rhinos, a man down and tied 4-4, seemed headed toward an unlikely defeat. 


But near the end of overtime, Steenkamp made a championship play. Darci sent a long 
ball in the direction of the Jacksonville goal, Steenkamp ran it down and scored the 
game-winner. It was a play that few would attempt, let alone finish; a run that few 
would make, let alone execute with a crowd-ringing goal. 


Vintage Steenkamp, the kind of player that teams like the Rhinos, trying to succeed in 
uncharted American-soccer waters, embrace. The team wins, the players unite, and, 
most importantly, the fans are so thrilled by the effort and the result that they want to 
see more. 


"It's all hard work,” Rhinos coach Pat Ercoli said. “We played short-handed for close 
to 60 minutes. The other team had been dominating. But he’s able to make the run, 
under those conditions, and he was able to score.” 


Steenkamp says that the fans should get some of the credit for the goal. 


“Т felt the crowd in that game,” he said. “You know, you're fatigued, things are 
working against you, but when you hear that extra roar of the crowd, you block out 
the fatigue, you block out everything. It lifts everybody's game." 


Steenkamp, now 27, proved his affection for Rochester and its soccer fans in the off- 
season. Before deciding to return to the Rhinos, Steenkamp trained for three weeks 
with the Tampa Bay Mutiny of Major League Soccer. Opportunities were possible for 


Steenkamp with New England and Colorado of MLS as well. But his love for Rochester 
and the partnership between MLS and the A-League, by which players could be “called 
up” to MLS during the season, combined to bring Steenkamp back. He wants to play 
in MLS someday and holds out hope of it happening in Rochester, for an expansion 
team. And he passed up his scheduled trip home in December - remember? - to play 
indoor soccer for the Buffalo Blizzard of the National Professional Soccer League. 


With his mother and sister in Durban, home has certainly not forgotten Lenin. But he 
remembers home just as well. His pleasing South African speech accent is a reminder 
of his background and starkly contrasts with the fighting that ripped his country apart 
for decades. 


In 1997, Americans are remembering and celebrating the legacy of Jackie Robinson, 
perhaps finally understanding the concept that an athlete, a baseball player, may have 
had as much of an impact on race relations in our country as any other man or 
woman. Robinson brought blacks and whites together, uniting them on a field of play, 
as well as around it. 


Steenkamp has seen this “Robinsonism” work in a way that Americans of the last 30 
years have not. Where South African law set out to segregate, to limit inter-race 
relations, games the people played helped overcome the obstacles. 


“I have always been on teams with black players, with people of different races,” he 
said. “I’ve played on teams with 18 black guys and three white guys. But we'd sleep 
in the same beds, stay at the same hotels. It was a way of bringing people together, 
through sport. It was a way to help bring peace to our country.” 


If only now he was 18 again.

A-League is top rung on USISL ladder 


The merger between the Ameri- 
can Professional Soccer League 
and the USISL was completed in 
October 1996 and has revitalized 
Division II soccer, producing a 
consolidated product that is sure 
to be a winner in 1997 and 
beyond. 

The top rung on the 
USISL ladder, the A- 
League has grown 
from seven teams in 
1996 to 24 teams (in 
17 U.S. states and 
three Canadian 
provinces) for 1997, including six 
teams that played in the A- 
League in 1996 and 14 teams that 
were members of the USISL in 
1996, plus four expansion teams. 
In addition to its Division II status 
in the U.S., the A-League is the 
highest level of professional 
soccer in Canada. 

A development agreement 
between the USISL and Major 
League Soccer allows players to 
move up the professional soccer 
ladder. More than a dozen 1996 
MLS all-stars started in the USISL 


and moved up to MLS, including 
Marcelo Balboa, Paul Bravo, Dan 
Calichman, Mark Dodd, Mark 
Dougherty, John Doyle, Robin 
Fraser, Cle Kooiman, Jason Kreis, 
Brian McBride, Tony Meola, Steve 
Pittman, Steve Rammel, Tab 
Ramos, Mark Santel, 
Giovanni Savarese 
and Eric Wynalda. 
Thomas Rongen, 
the 1996 MLS coach 
of the year, was both 
a player and a coach 
in the APSL (a for- 
mer name of the A-League). 

The USISL-MLS agreement pro- 
vides for working relationships 
between specific clubs. MLS' 
Colorado Rapids called up two 
players from their A-League affili- 
ates - 1996 A-League Most 
Valuable Player and Rookie of the 
Year Wolde Harris of the A- 
Leagues Colorado Foxes and 
goalkeeper Marcus Hahnemann 
of the Seattle Sounders — before 
they started 1997 practices. Watch 
for many other players to shuttle 
between the A-League and MLS

The Seattle Sounders defeated 
the Rochester Rhinos 2-0 at 
Seattle on Oct. 6, 1996 to win 
their second consecutive A- 
League title. Two other teams in

California Jaguars defeated the 
Richmond Kickers 2-1 in a 
shootout at Richmond, Va. on 
Sept. | to claim the USISL Select 
League championship and the 
Charleston Battery defeated the 
Charlotte Eagles 3-2 in a shootout 
at Charleston, S.C. on Aug. 24 to 
capture the USISL Pro League 
crown.

D3 Pro League gains focus in '97 


As the middle level of the three men's out- 
door leagues in the USISL pyramid structure, 
the United States Division Ш Professional 
Soccer League provides competitive profes- 
sional soccer from coast to coast across the 
U.S., while offering players a chance to hone 
their skills in a 
professional envi- 
ronment on a 
national scale. 


The D3 Pro 

League - renamed 

for 1997 from 

"USISL Pro 
League" - is a step 


up from amateur-level soccer and the first 
taste of pro soccer for many of its players. 
Future stars of the Division Il A-League and 
Division I MLS are groomed in the D3 Pro 
League. As part of the interleague agreement 
between MLS and the USISL, all D3 Pro 
League teams are official minor-league affili- 
ates of MLS clubs, providing for players 


moves between the leagues. 

The D3 Pro League includes 39 teams in 
1997 and is the largest, in number of teams, 
of ће USISL’s three outdoor men's leagues. 
Teams will play 18 “league” games and a 
handful of non-league games this year The 
season begins in April and concludes with 
the championship on Labor Day weekend. 

An added element of excitement surround- 
ing the D3 Pro League in 1997 is the concept 
of promotion, long a standard in professional 
leagues around the world. Beginning this 
season, the D3 Pro League champion will be 
promoted to the A-League for the next sea- 
son, providing it meets Division II criteria. 
Relegation — sending the last place team 
down to the next lower league — has been 
discussed by the USISL, but will not be 
enacted in 1997.

Jimmy who? That’s what the Rochester Raging Rhinos organization and 
local soccer fans were asking when the 1997 Rhinos season began in May. 
Who is Jimmy Glenn, the forward that the Rhinos brought in after he was 
eligible for free agency last season? Who is the man who played in the 
inaugural season of Major League Soccer last year? 


Everyone knew that the Rhinos needed another forward to compliment the 
1996 A-League’s scoring leader, Doug Miller. While the team was strong in 
the back, Rochester spent the winter searching for more offensive punch. 


Last season, Jimmy Glenn played in the MLS with the Dallas Burn where 
he saw limited playing time. He appeared in nine regular season games, 
starting one, and was held pointless during his stint with the Burn. Why 
were Rhinos Vice President/General Manager Chris Economides and Head 
Coach Pat Ercoli interested in bringing in the 24-year-old native of 
Monterrey, California? 


“We saw Jimmy play when his team, the Baltimore Spirit of the NPSL, 
visited Rochester in March to play Toronto in The Arena at the Rochester 
War Memorial,” said Economides. 


“He scored a bunch of goals that game, and 
a week later his agent, Ken Neal, 
called and said ‘I have a hard working, 
good kid’ for the Rhinos. It was Jimmy 
Glenn. Needless to say, it was the best 
investment we made this season.” 


Jimmy who? This is the same Jimmy Glenn 
who led the NCAA in scoring during the 
1993 season, notching 32 goals, 12 assists 
and 76 points for Clemson University. Glenn 
ranks second all-time in Tiger history with 68 
goals. Jimmy also garnered many awards 
during his collegiate career, including first-team 
All-American honors in his freshman and senior 
years, Atlantic Coast Conference Rookie-of-the- 
Year as a freshman, and ACC Player-of-the-Year 
honors in both 1990 and 1993. 


Economides and Ercoli knew that the 5711”, 180- 

pound forward could score goals. And Glenn didn't 
take long to prove it to his teammates or the loyal Rhino 
fans, as he scored a goal in each of his first two regular 
season matches. Through the first ten games of the 28- 
game season, Glenn had seven goals to tie for the A-League 


lead in that category. He also dished out 4 assists for a total of 18 points 
in that span, which found him tied for the overall lead in points in the 24- 
team A-League. 


“I really like playing in Rochester,” said Glenn, who currently lives in San 
Antonio, Texas. “I can see that the community supports this team like no 
other city that I have played in. I’m looking forward to providing the fans 
with exciting play and hopefully some great goals.” 


Exciting play and great goals are on the top of Jimmy's resume. His knack 
of scoring the first goal has put many of the Rhinos opponents back on 
their heels early into the match. He has also complimented fellow striker 
Doug Miller, assisting on two spectacular goals recently that struck up the 
band. The “Glenn-Miller” show? Maybe that’s a bad euphemism, but the 
point is made - teams can’t cover both goal-scorers, so the Rhinos expect 
to fill the opponents net plenty of times this season. 


Being a part of the MLS in its first season was an 
exciting time for Glenn.

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I doubt Kevin Costner’s 
character was thinking about 
the A-League All-Star game 
when he heard those voices 

in the Iowa corn fields, but nev- 
ertheless, Frontier Field was 
built and soccer fans certainly 
did come, in record 
numbers. Rochester versus 
Montreal, the first pro sporting event in Frontier, set the stage for a 
wonderful summer of soccer as a then A-League record crowd of 
14,717 witnessed the Rhinos come from behind victory to win their 
first game on their home turf. The soccer excitement at Frontier 
Field was just beginning. 


The fan support continued throughout the season and soon the 
Rochester Rhinos were the talk of American soccer. Ten times 
crowds of 10,000 or more fans watched the Rhinos as they battled 
their way into two championship matches in their inaugural season. 


This success caught the eye of nearly everyone in the soccer 
community, including the President of the USISL, Inc. (United 
Systems of Independent Soccer Leagues) Francisco Marcos. Marcos 
helped engineer the merger between the A-League and USISL, Inc., 
boosting the size of the league from seven to 24 teams and 
reaffirming its position as the official Division II league in the United 
States. After the successful merger, Marcos became commissioner 
of the A-League and began working on various projects like the A- 
League All-Star game. 


He needed to look no further than Rochester for a city and league 
partner that was willing and capable of putting on such an event. 
After a few phone calls and some negotiations, Marcos arrived in 
Rochester on May 1, 1997 for the formal announcement of the A- 
League All-Star Game. 


“The Rhinos ownership group has created an organization which is 
admired by the entire nation,” commented Marcos. “The All-Star 
Game gives them an opportunity to showcase their stadium and 
reward their fans for revitalizing pro soccer in Rochester. Our best 
A-League players will be featured in this match ... it will be a great 
night of soccer.” 


The great night of soccer will indeed be a ‘great night,’ as the Rhinos 
have scheduled a soccer doubleheader for July 15. In addition to 
the A-League All-Star game, there will also be a 5:00 pm game 
between Turkish club powerhouse Galatasaray and the Rochester 
Rhinos prior to the 7:30 pm A-League All-Star game. Galatasaray 
was the Turkish Division I regular season champion, posting a 25- 
7-2 mark. To gain admittance to the July 15 matches, fans will need 
just one ticket. 


The all-star game on July 15 will give Rhinos fans a chance to see a 
number of players that won’t be traveling to Rochester during the 
regular season, like Seattle Sounders stars Michael Gainey (one of 
league’s top scorers) and Dusty Hudock (one of league’s top 
goalkeepers), plus California’s top goal scorer Mark Baena. Unlike 
the A-League last season, the increased number of teams in the A- 
League this season has prohibited each league member from 
playing all their counterparts, thus giving the Rochester soccer fans 
a unique opportunity to see all the A-League stars in one game; not 
to mention one of Europe’s top club teams.

adding players for the finishing touches 
of a championship club. 


After reaching both the A-League championship game and the U.S. 
Open Cup final in their inaugural season, the Rhinos are looking to win a cham- 
pionship in their second season. 


Vice President/General Manager Chris Economides and Head Coach Pat Ercoli 
spent the winter of 1996-97 searching for the right combination of players to add 
to the roster to compliment the returning veterans. 


“We have some unfinished business,” said Economides. “Our goal has always 
been to win a championship, especially in our league. Although we came close 
last season, this organization will not be satisfied until we achieve our goals. The 
ingredients were there last season. Management and coaches realize that we need 
to add to what we have already to put us over the top and win.” 


The Rhinos lost a few players from last year’s squad. Hector Marinaro, a fan 
favorite, chose not to return to Rochester this summer. Hector and his wife 
welcomed a new baby as well as a new contract from the indoor Cleveland 
Crunch. Year-round playing is not in the plans for one of the greatest indoor 
soccer players ever. 


Danny Kelly, who scored the first regular season goal in Rhino history, is playing 
for the Hershey Wildcats of the A-League. Prolific goal-scorer Kofi Debra has 
chosen to remain in Ghana to play for his national league team. 


Economides and Ercoli once again hit the road to scout talent. Jimmy Glenn, who 


scored five goals in the Rhinos first seven games of the 1997 season, was signed 
after playing last year with the Dallas Burn of the MLS. Glenn caught the attention 
of the coaching staff after playing indoor ball with the Baltimore Spirit of the 
NPSL. Glenn played a great game against the Toronto Shooting Stars in a NPSL 
match at The Arena at the Rochester War Memorial in early March, and Coach 
Ercoli was impressed with his scoring credentials and signed the 24-year-old 
native of California. 


Looking to strengthen the defense, Kevin Koetters was signed after a season with 
the Kansas City Wiz of the MLS. The sweeper played 15 games for the Wiz, helping 
settle the backline. Coach Ercoli is looking for Koetters to do the same in 
Rochester. Koetters also played indoors for Kansas City and won the NPSL cham- 
pionship in mid-May. 

Koetters’ indoor teammate Nate Houser, also a defender, was signed in the ofi- 
season. Houser was the most valuable player last season in Hampton Roads of the 
USISL Division Ш club. At 6’2”, Houser will provide toughness and aggressive 
play in the back for the Rhinos. 


Another indoor star, Nikki Vignjevic, was brought in to strengthen the midfield. 
Vignjevic, who displayed great skills early in the season, joined the Rhinos after 
helping the Cleveland Crunch reach the NPSL finals. Vignjevic's raw talent and 
youth should help supply the midfield position with creative plays. 


On the advice of Rene Rivas, Coach Ercoli sat down one winter day and took a 
look at some game film of Rivas’ good friend, Darci Monteiro. Darci, a native of 
Brazil, has played Division I professional soccer in both Portugal and Brazil. 
Much like Rene’s plight last season, Ercoli brought in Darci for training camp, 
and immediately knew that he had another goal scorer to add to his arsenal. 
Darci’s hard shot and great speed has earned him the nickname ‘The 
Roadrunner’. Expect plenty of offense from the native of Rio de Janeiro. 


Another find for the Rhinos in training camp has been Ezikeil Alamo, a native of 
Ghana, who was invited to camp on the suggestion of Assistant Coach Frank Odoi. 
“EZ” brings skills and great ball handling to the midfield position. Last summer 
Ezikeil played in a New York City league for Club Santos and he has also played 
professionally in Ghana. 


With the addition of these six new players, the Rhinos hope that the finishing 
touches on this team are in place. Rochester is ready to challenge for the league 
title once again in 1997.

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LAW I: Field of Play

LAW II: Ball The ball is made of leather or other safe, approved 
material: 27 to 28 inches in circumference, 14 to 16 inches, 
inflated to a pressure of 9.0 to 10.5 psi. 

LAW III: Number of Players A maximum of 11 players on 
the field for each team, one of whom must be designated as 
goalkeeper. Up to two substitutes may be used by each team. 
LAW IV: Players’ Equipment 
shinguards and shoes. The goalkeeper's jersey color must 
distinguish him from other players and the referee. A player may 
not wear anything dangerous to another player. 


Jersey, shorts, stockings, 


LAW V: Referee One referee is appointed for each match. He 
is responsible for enforcement of the Laws; serving as timekeeper, 
disciplining players; stopping the match if, in his opinion, a player 
has been seriously hurt; preventing persons other than the players 
and linesmen from entering the field without his permission. All 
decisions by the referee are final. 


LAW VI: Linesmen Two linesmen are appointed to assist the 
referee in controlling the match by indicating offside; when a ball 
has crossed a touchline and which team should put it back into 
play with a throw-in; when a ball had crossed a goal line and 
whether it should be put back into play with a goal kick or corner 
kick; when an infraction had been committed; and whether a goal 
has been scored fairly. 

LAW VII: Duration of the Games Two equal periods of 45 
minutes. The referee may extend the time for long or unusual 
delays, such as injury or time-wasting by a team. (Note: A-League 
rules call for a sudden-death overtime period of 15 minutes and, if 
necessary, a shoot-out tiebreaker when a match is tied after 90 
minutes of regulation play.) 
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LAW VIII: Start of Play The team that wins the coin flip can 
either choose which end of the field it wishes to defend or take the 
kickoff. Each team must remain on its own half of the field and the 
defending players must be a minimum of 10 yards away from the 
ball until it is kicked forward and rolled its full circumference. A 
goal cannot be scored directly from kickoff. After a goal, the team 
scored upon kicks off. After halftime the kickoff is taken by the 
team that did not kick off to start the game. Drop ball: When the 
referee stops play for a reason other than a rule infraction or a 
delay such as a player injury, he restarts play by dropping the ball 
where the ball was when the play was stopped. A drop ball is not in 
play until it hits the ground. 


LAW IX: Ball In and Out of Play The ball is out of play 
when (a) it has wholly crossed the goal line or touchline, whether 
on the ground or in the air, or (b) the game has been stopped by 
the referee. The ball is in play at all other times from the beginning 
to the end of a half, including when it remains on the field after 
striking the referee, linemen, goal post, crossbar, or corner flag; 
and after an assumed infringement of the Laws, until the referee 
stops play. 


LAW X: Method of Scoring A goal is scored when the whole 
of the ball has passed over the goal line, between the goal posts and 
under the crossbar while it is legally in play. 

LAW XI: Offside A player is an offside position if he is nearer 
to his opponents goal line than the ball, unless (a) he is in his own 
half of the field of play, or (b) there are at least two of his 
opponents as close or closer to their own goal. A player is 
penalized for being in an offside position only if, at the moment the 
ball touches or is played by a teammate, he is (in the opinion of the 
referee) (a) interfering with play or with an opponent, or (b) 
seeking to gain an advantage by being in that position. A player is 
not declared offside by the referee (a) merely because of his being 
in an offside position, or (b) if he receives the ball directly from a 
goal kick, corner kick or throw-in, or when it has been dropped 
by the referee. 

LAW XII: Fouls and Misconduct 
intentionally attempts or actually kicks, trips, jumps at, charges 
violently, charges from behind, strikes or spits at, holds or pushes 
an opponent, or handles the ball is penalized by a direct kick. Any 
one of these nine offenses committed in the penalty area by a 
defender results in the awarding of a penalty kick to the attacking 
team. A team whose player commits less fragrant fouls such as 
offside, dangerous play or obstruction is penalized by an indirect 
free kick. The referee may caution a player (or others) for 
persistent misconduct, dissent, ungentlemanly conduct or entering

the field without permission; the offender is shown a yellow cai 
The referee also may send off (eject) a player (or others) 
violent conduct and/or serious foul play, foul or abusive langua; 
or persistent misconduct after receiving a caution. The player st 
off the field may not be replaced. 


LAW XIII: Free Kick A direct free kick from which a goal c 
be scored directly against the offending team; an indirect free ki 
from which a goal cannot be scored unless the ball has be 
touched by another player before entering the goal. In both cas 
the offending team’s player must be at least 10 yards from the b 
until the ball has been touched, and the ball must be still. (Note: 
League rules call for defenders to stand at least 15 yards from tl 
ball on all free kicks.) 


LAW XIV: Penalty Kick A direct free kick from the pena 
spot. All players except the player taking the kick and the opposi 
player taking the kick and the opposing goalkeeper must rema 
outside the penalty area until the ball is kicked. The defendi 
goalkeeper may move laterally along the goal line prior to | 
striking of the ball, but he may not move forward until the bal 
struck by the shooter.

Montreal traveled to 
Rochester last year for the first ever soccer match at Frontier Field, losing to the Rhinos 3-2 on Doug Miller’s hat trick. 


Top returning players include goalkeeper Paolo Ceccarelli (A-League best 0.65 GAA), defender John Limniatis, midfielder Nick DeSantis (four goals, six assists, eleven 
points in 1996), and forward Lloyd Barker (seventh among A-League points leaders with 19). 


The Impact has gotten off to a great start this season and is challenging for the Northeast Division lead with Toronto and Montreal. GK Ceccarelli had allowed only two 
goals in his first seven games. 


Coach Valerio Gazzola, in his fourth season with the Impact, is one of the top young coaches in North America. 


Did You Know. ..Since finishing in last place in the A-League in 1993, their first professional season, the Impact have been on a roll... Montreal captured the A-Leagu 
championship in 1994 and was the A-League regular-season champion in both 1995 and 1996.

Head Coach Frank Kohlenstein, in his first year at the helm, has a long track record of success at the collegiate level. With 18 years of head coaching experience unde 
his belt, Kohlenstein has led his teams to post-season play twelve times. The two-time National Coach of the Year will rely on Kickers all-time leading scorer Rob Ukrop 
who recorded six goals and two assists (fourteen points), at the forward position in 1996. All-time appearance leader Leigh Cowlishaw lends stability among a talented 
but largely new cast of players, most of which are from American colleges.

im the first two meetings this season at Hersheypark Stadium, Rochester and Hershey split, with the Wildcats winning the most recent match by a 2-1 margin. Hershey 
managed to shell out 18 shots compared to Rochester’s three, one of which touched the back of the net in the 34th minute off the foot of Rhinos forward Jimmy Glenn. 
Hershey got on the board nearly six minutes later on a goal by D’Ambra. In the 85th minute, midfielder Brent Longenecker scored the game winner as the Wildcats 
went on to post the victory game that was marred by 37 total fouls. 


In the first encounter between the two teams, Hershey netted the first goal in the 15th minute off the foot of Mike Feniger and had a 1-0 lead at a the intermission. After 
that, the Rhinos took over as Glenn and Lenin Steenkamp both recorded a goal and an assist in the 3-1 Rochester Victory. 


Did You Know. .. The Wildcats are named after the new Wildcat wooden rollercoaster at Hersheypark theme park. The parent company, Hershey Entertainment & Resort 
Co., also operates the Hershey Bears of the American Hockey League and is a sister company of the international confectionary giant.

After beginning the season with 
two blemishes in the loss column, the Lynx went on a five-game winning streak. 


Head Coach Peter Pinizzotto led Toronto Italia to the regular season and playoff championships in the Canadian National Soccer League during the 1994 and 1996 
seasons. He was named Coach of the Year in 1996. 


On May 26th, Toronto traveled across the lake to battle the Rhinos in their 1997 home opener and came out with a 3-2 victory in front of 12,153 fans at Frontier Field. 
Rochester scored within the first six minutes of the match as Lenin Steenkamp found the back of the net off a feed by Jimmy Glenn. Toronto then scored three 
unanswered goals, two of them by the Mann's Jewelers Player of the Game Phil Caporella. In the game, Lynx goalkeeper Pat Onstad was forced to leave the game due 
to an injury he suffered in the 13th minute. 


In the first meeting between the two Northeast Division rivals, Rochester, again, tallied the first goal in the 4th minute of the game before Toronto scored the next three 
to go onto defeat the Rhinos 3-2 in the home opener at Toronto’s Varsity Stadium. Darren Tilley and Dwayne DeRosario each recorded a goal and an assist for coach 
Pinizzotto.

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THE LINE-UP The official starting line-up must be 
submitted one hour before game time, with the starting 11 
listed first and then the substitutes. Players include the 
goalkeeper, the defense (sweeper, stopper, backs, marking 
back), midfielders and forwards (wing, striker). 


TIME The game is 90 minutes total, with two 45 minute 
halves, running time. After any scored goal the referee is to 
stop the time immediately and restart the time on the 
ensuing kick-off. If the regulation game time ends in a tie, 
one 15-minute, sudden-death overtime is played. If the 
game is still tied, a winner is determined by a shoot-out. 


SHOOT-OUT To break a tie at the end of regulation play, 
each side takes five attempts in a one-on-one confrontation 
between a shooter and a goalkeeper. The shooter begins 
with the ball at the 35-yard line and the goalkeeper starts at 
his goal line. After the referee blows his whistle, the shooter 
has five seconds to score on the goalie. Unlike a penalty 
kick, a shooter may advance the ball forward before 
shooting and a goalkeeper can move off of his goal line. 
After five attempts if the result is still a tie, the shoot-out 
goes into sudden death. Meaning, that the next team to 
score and to stop their opponent from matching their goal 
Wins. 


SUBSTITUTIONS A team is allowed to substitute four 
field players and one goalkeeper during the game. Once a 
player has been substituted , he may not return to the game.

If a player is injured and his team has used all four of their 
substitutions, he cannot be replaced with a substitute and 
the team must play a man down the rest of the game. 


FOULS Each time a player is charged with a violation of 
the Laws of the Game, resulting in either a direct or indirect 
free kick awarded to the opposing team, he shall be 
charged with a foul. Cautions (yellow cards) and ejections 
(red cards) are recorded as fouls. At the referees 
discretion, he may elect not to call a foul if the receiving 
team has an advantage on the play. 


DIRECT AND INDIRECT FREE KICKS A direct free 
kick is awarded for a foul such as pushing, holding, or 
tripping. An indirect free kick is awarded for infractions 
such as offsides, obstruction, and dangerous play. On a 
direct kick a player is allowed to score, however on an 
indirect kick the ball must be touched by another player 
before it crosses the goal line. A referee signals when a kick 
is indirect by raising his hand straight up until the ball 
makes contact with another player. 


OFFSIDES Offsides occurs when a player without the ball 
is between the last defender and the opposition goal. The 
play is whistled dead when offsides occurs. Offsides is not 
considered a foul, but is a team statistic. Calling offsides is 
primarily the responsibility of the referees assistants 
(linesman). This call is subject to the referees discretion 
more than any other call in soccer.

Advantage Clause Applied by the referee when, in his 
opinion, calling a foul would give an advantage to the offending 
team. No foul is called and the referee signals "play on." 
Caution A disciplinary action taken by the referee against a 
player (or others) for persistent misconduct, dissent, ungentleman- 
ly conduct or entering the field without permission. The offender is 
shown a yellow card; a second offense brings a red card and the 
player is sent off. 

Center A ball passed from a wide position on the field into the 
penalty area. Also called a “cross.” 

Chip Pass lofted high over an opponent or opponents to a 
teammate. 

Charge Use ofthe shoulder to force an attacker off-balance and 
gain possession of the ball. 

Clearance A ball thrown (by the goalkeeper), kicked or 
headed by the defending team away from the its own penalty area. 
Corner Kick Direct free kick taken by an attacking player 
from the corner of the defending teams end of the field. A corner 
kick is awarded if a ball was last touched by the defending team 
before going over the defending team's goal line (but not into the 
goal). 

Defender Player who ordinarily is positioned near his own goal 
behind the midfielders and forwards and whose primary responsi- 
bility is the prevention of the opponent from scoring. Also called 
“fullback”. 

Direct Free Kick Usually awarded after a foul, a ball placed 
in a stationary position and which may be kicked directly into the 
opposition's goal without first being touched by another attacker. 
Corner kicks and penalty kicks are also direct free kicks. 
Dribble Action of a player who advances the ball with a series 
of short taps with the feet. 

Drop Ball Ball dropped by the referee between two opposing 
players to restart a game after a play has been stopped for a no 
penalty situation. 

Ejection A disciplinary action taken by a referee against a player 
(or others) for violent conduct and/or serious foul play, foul or 
abusive language, or persistent misconduct after receiving a caution 
(yellow card). The offender is shown a red card and sent off the 
field. He may not be replaced by another player. 

First-Time Pass Ball passed without the player first stopping 
it. Also called “one touch.” 

Forward Player who ordinarily is positioned ahead of the 
midfielders and whose primary responsibility is to create and score 
goals. An inside forward is called a “striker.” 

Goalkeeper Player who is positioned in his goalmouth and 
whose primary responsibility is the prevention of goals by the

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opposition. The goalkeeper may use his hands while he is in his 
own penalty area, and his uniform must contrast with those of the 
field players on both teams. 

Goal Kick Indirect free kick taken by a defending player from 
the defending team’s goal area. A goal kick is awarded when a ball 
was last touched by the attacking team before going over the 
defending team’s goal line (but not into the goal). 

Half-Volley Kick taken just as the ball bounces off the ground. 
Hand Ball A ball touched illegally by a player's hand or arm. 


Heading Use of the head; usually the forehead at the hairline to 
pass, shoot, clear or control the ball. 


Indirect Free Kick Usually awarded after a minor 
infraction, a ball placed in a stationary position and which may not 
be kicked directly into the opposition’s goal without first being 
touched by another attacker. 

Kickoff A ball placed in the center spot at midfield and kicked 
forward by an attacking player; used to start the game at the 
beginning of each half and after a goal has been scored. A goal 
cannot be scored directly from a kickoff. 

Lineman Two officials, each equipped with a flag, who assists 
the referee from the touchlines by signaling offside, when a ball has 
gone out of bounds and when a foul has been committed. The 
referee may choose not to act on a lineman’s goal. 

Mark Guarding an attacking player. 


Midfielder Player who ordinarily is positioned in front of the 
defenders and behind the forwards, whose primary responsibility is 
to create a link between the defenders and forwards. Also called 
“halfback.” 

Nutmeg A ball played by an attacking player between the legs of 
a marker and retrieved by the same attacking player. 


Obstruction Action of a player who impedes an opponent by 
standing in or moving into his path without attempting to play the 
ball. 

Offside Position of an attacking player if he is between his 
opponent's goal line and the ball when the ball is played unless he 
is on his own half of the field or two opponents are no farther from 
the goal line than is the attacking player. A player cannot be offside 
if he receives the ball directly from a corner kick, goal kick, throw- 
in or drop the ball situation. 

Offside Trap Maneuver by a defense whereby the defenders 
move toward the opposing team’s goal during an attack by the 
opposition to catch at least one attacker in an offside position. 
Overlap An attacking run by a defender that carries him past his 
own midfielders. 


Penalty Kick Direct free kick from the penalty spot after a 
major foul has been committed by the defending team in its own 
penalty area. The opposing goalkeeper must remain stationary on 
his goal line between the goal posts and all other players must be 
outside the penalty area and the able is kicked by an attacking 
player.

Overtime and Penalty-Kick Tiebreaker А feature of 
the A-League that comes into play when a match is tied after 90 
minutes of regulation time. Two extra periods of 7 minutes each are 
played; the match ends when a goal is scored. If no goal is scored, 
a penalty-kick tie-breaker is held. Each team takes five penalty kicks 
on an alternating basis. If the teams remain tied, the teams alternate 
penalty kicks until one team scores and the other fails to score. 
Referee The official in charge of the match. Primary responsi- 
bilities are to protect the players and serve as official timekeeper. 
Save A ball caught, deflected, or otherwise prevented by the 
goalkeeper from going into the goal.

Through Pass Pass that travels toward the goal between two 
or more defenders to a teammate, putting him in a position to 
score. 

Throw-In А throw executed by an attacking player from outside 
the touchline. A throw-in is awarded against the team that last 
touched the ball before it crossed a touchline. The player taking the 
throw-in must throw the ball onto the field over his head using both 
hands; he must also keep both feet on the ground either outside or 
on the touchline. 

Trap The use of the foot, thigh, chest, etc., by a player to bring a 
ball under control. 


Volley Kick taken before a ball bounces on the ground. 


Wall A line of three or more players positioned at least ten yards 
from the ball; used to help defend against a free kick. 


Wall Pass Pass in which an attacker sends the ball to a 


teammate (the “wall”) who immediately plays the ball back to the 
attacker who has to run to an open space. Also called “give and go" 
or “one-two.” 


Wing Area of the field near the touchlines. 


Winger An outside forward. Outside defenders are sometimes 
called “wingbacks.”

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Henry Gutierrez’s ability to create goals has taken him to South America and 
Europe. However, the Rhinos’ Midfielder hopes those same skills can help 
establish soccer as the next major sport in America. First, in order to accomplish 
that lofty goal, his eyes are set on winning the ‘Double,’ a league and U. S. Open 
Cup championship. 


The 28-year-old two-time ACC Player of the Year at N. C. State has one of the most 
impressive resumes in the A-League. Guiterrez became a part of the U. S. National 
Team program at 16 while earning All-American honors at Hialeah High School 
in Miami. Yet, that is just the beginning of a career that includes a three-year stint 
in the French Second Division and Major League Soccer experience with the San 
ose Clash last season. 


Playing in the higher divisions in Europe and here in the 
LS helped me develop confidence in my skills. It lets you 
earn that you can place the ball through tight spots and 
ake the plays necessary to setup and score goals,” said 
Gutierrez. 


Ask the talented playmaker about the difference between 
the First Division (MLS) and Second Division (A- 
league) in this country and the answer is quite 
different than you might think. 


"Ihe only difference between the MLS and our league 
i the talent from overseas. Actually, there's less 
space in A-League and that makes it tougher to play 
here.” 

‘Less space, meaning late in games guys in the 
pper levels of Europe and MLS push forward to 
get into the attack. In the A-League, fewer 
players get involved in the attack late in games 
and it leaves less space behind them for teams 
0 counter-attack and score goals. This 
makes it tougher on offensive-minded 
players.” 


like the rest of his Rhinos and A-League 
Gutierrez relishes Ше 
opportunity to play against MLS teams. “Obviously, I get 
gratification from beating teams in the MLS. It proves the ability of 
myself and the rest of guys to succeed on their level.” 


n the other hand, do I want to see MIS succeed? Absolutely, we need those guys 


to grow the sport in this country.” 


Gutierrez’s credits his departure from the MLS to a communication problem 
between himself and San Jose Coach Laurie Calloway. “I take responsibility for 
what happened. I didn’t fit into his system but I wish him and his program the 
best.” 


Rhinos General Manager Chris Economides didn’t wait long to add another field 
general to his roster after Guiterrez became available. 


“Henry’s got great technical skills and there’s a South American flair to his style 
of play. -I try to pattern the team around the possession style of countries like 
Brazil. Obviously, we’re not at that level but that’s what we want to emulate. 
Henry’s ability makes him a great fit for our system, so I was eager sign him.” 


Gutierrez arrival helped spur the Rhinos into the A-League and U. S. Open Cup 
finals. While impressing as a withdrawn Midfielder during his twenty 
appearances in 1996, he hopes to continue to dazzle in a more attacking role this 
season.

“Last season with Hector (Marinaro) here I played more to the back and I would 
have to play forty-yard balls to guys making runs. This year being more forward, 
I only have to play ten or twenty-yard balls. I can put a pass where I want to so 
a player can run onto it, before I would have to hope it got to the right place.” 


The opportunity to stretch the back of the net more often this year also puts a 
glimmer in his eye. “I want to score goals, that’s what I love to do. If I have the 
opportunity to shoot and I think I can score, ГЇЇ do so. I think it’s in the best 
interest of the team for me not only to get assists but goals as well.” 


Gutierrez’s vast arsenal of offensive skills comes as no surprise to three-year 
teammate and fellow Rhino Doug Miller. “Henry and I have matured over the last 
three seasons to play our best soccer together. He has great vision on the field 
and provides the ‘through balls’ that put me and the other players up front in the 
position to score.” 


Miller added more high praise about his former indoor teammate, 
“When he works hard and wants to play his best, Henrys 
one of the best players in this country.” 


U. S. National Team Coach Steve Sampson 
agreed and called Gutierrez up to train with the 
red, white, and blue last October. However, 
because of contract problems with the NPSI’s 
Cleveland Crunch, the midfielder’s chance to 
rejoin the team never materialized. 


National team struggles and missed opportunities 
are not new to Gutierrez, however, he says you have 

to look at things from the right perspective. “I 
worked my way into the national player pool playing in 
regional tournaments at 16. There’s was no ODP 
(Olympic Development Program) back then. I played 
right up through to the Under -20 squad. In 1991, unfor- 
tunately, I didn’t know where I stood with Bora 
(Mulutinovic, former U. S. head coach). So, I took another 
opportunity to play in Europe and Bora never made me part 

of his plans again.” 

“I was disappointed, but on the other hand, its not something 
I lose sleep over. И the right opportunity to play for the 
national team comes up, ГЇЇ go. But, you have to concentrate 
on your game and not deal with things that aren't in your hands.” 


What is in Gutierrez’s hands and what he is concentrating on is 
winning the coveted “double.” “After reaching two finals last season and coming 
home empty handed, we owe the fans here in Rochester and we owe ourselves 
something. I want to give my best to the fans here and help soccer grow not only 
here but across the country.” 


His goal is simply to make soccer the fifth member of what currently is the “Big 
Four” of Baseball, Basketball, Football, and Hockey. “I want to give something 
back to the sport which has given me so many opportunities. We need to do it 
right this time to ensure that professional soccer is around for the next group of 
players coming up the ladder.” 


With the combination of skill, experience and determination Gutierrez possesses, 
it’s hard to doubt that he'll lead Rhinos far into the post-season and the sport he 
loves into the next century.

It's been nearly 30 years since Mauro Felipe roamed the turf at 

Aquinas Stadium. The franchise for which he played has been 

extinct since 1980, and the Aquinas (later Holleder) 
Stadium site is now an office park. 


Yet Felipe, who competed for the Rochester Lancers’ two 
inaugural teams in 1967 and 1968, said the fond 
memories of his playing days are still vivid. 


“Charlie Schiano said, ‘Once you were a Lancer, you’re 
always a Lancer,” Felipe remarked. 


Felipe, a former defender, and Schiano, the Lancers’ former general 
manager and chairman of the board, are working hard to rejuvenate some of those 
memories for area soccer fans. For the past year, they have served on a committee which 
has sought to create the Lancers’ ‘Golden Choice’ Team. 


These 51 athletes, along with four coaches, appeared on a ballot from which the public 
has determined the top 22 all-time Lancer players. Votes were submitted through mid- 
June, with the all-time team set to be announced during Lancer Reunion Weekend July 11- 
13. 


Included in the festivities will be a reunion game involving former Lancer players. That 
event will take place prior to the July 12 Rochester Rhinos-Richmond Kickers contest at 
Frontier Field. One day later, a banquet at the Diplomat Party House will honor the Lancer 
franchise which competed in the American Soccer League from 1967 to 1969, and in the 
North American Soccer League from 1970 to 1980. 


According to Schiano, several former Lancers are expected to travel from all over the 
United States - and even South America - to attend the reunion activities. 


I'm calling all the Brazilians that used to play for the Lancers,” remarked Felipe, a Brazil 
native. “I haven't seen some people in twenty-something years.” 


Schiano said the planning committee, which includes other former Lancer players and 
team officials, has been preparing for the reunion for about a year. 


“We had been thinking about it for a long time. There were so many great players, and we 
thought we ought to honor the best of the best,” Schiano said. 


The ‘Golden Choice’ candidates all played a minimum of 20 games for the Lancers. Write- 
in nominees were also allowed. Committee member Wayne Fuller, former Lancer radio 
personality and public relations director, commented that the list did not include several 
‘one-game wonders’ who passed through Rochester. 


The all-time team will comprise two goalies, eight defenders, six midfielders and six 
forwards, along with two coaches. ‘Golden Choice’ players and coaches include:

Committee members said that the nominating process made for a fun trip down memory 
lane. 


“At the first meeting, we brought out old pictures from the Lancers. That was very 
exciting,” Felipe said. 


Felipe added that he keeps in touch with several former Lancers who have remained in the 
Rochester area. Some of those players include Cupello, Lalka, Metidieri, Caricchio and 
Ercoli, the current Rhinos' head coach. 


“We still play on Wednesday nights and Sunday mornings at Densmore Field (in 
Irondeqnoit),” Felipe said. “Many of us are over 50 now.” 


When asked to list some of their own favorite Lancers, Felipe, Schiano and Fuller all cited 
Meditieri, the NASUs Most Valuable Player in 1970 and 1971. Schiano still exults when 
recalling Meditieri's winning goal, in sudden-death overtime, to give Rochester a 1-0 
playoff win over Dallas in 1971. The Lancers were NASL champions that year. 


“Itwas a brilliant, brilliant goal,” Schiano said. He noted that the marathon affair made the 
Guinness Book of World Records as the longest-ever professional soccer game (90 
minutes of regulation play and 88 minutes of overtime). 


“Metidieri was just a great player. He missed out on the big money because those were the 
formative years (of American professional soccer),” Schiano said. 


Among the great Lancers of later years, Fuller mentioned Ercoli (“the one I always thought 
put everything into it”), Pollihan, Stojanovic (“very controversial, but I always admired his 
skill”) and Segota. 


Silva earns a special place in history for his deciding goal in a 1-0 playoff win over Toronto 
in 1977. 


“And we had to play almost 60 minutes two men down,” Schiano pointed out. 


Meanwhile, Fuller recalled Segota for his tremendous offensive skills during a 1979 late- 
season surge which turned a disastrous Lancer season into a near-miss for a playoff berth. 


“That was called “The Segota Streak.” He just started drilling goal after goal after goal,” 
Fuller said. 


Fuller, Schiano and Felipe noted that a great percentage of the Lancers hailed from foreign 
lands, whereas the Rhinos roster is comprised mostly of Americans. 


“We kind of planted some seeds. We got a lot of people interested in the game,” Fuller said.
